INSPECTIONS  AND  VISITS 


During  the  year  2,530  inspections  and  visits  have 
been  made  in  connection  with  Official  Duties.  These

DRAINAGE  AND  SEV/ERAGE

Refuse  Vehicles,  with  assistance  by  the  Surveyor’s  or 
hired  lorries  during  the  summer  season  when  twice  v/eekly 
collection  from  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  is  essential. 
Tipping,  by  controlled  methods,  is  at  the  Council’s  Tip 
at  Broacmeadov7,  which  it  is  proposed  eventually  to  convert 
to  an  extensive  level  area,  capable  of  accommodating 
football  grounds,  cricket  pitches,  tennis  courts,  etc:.

RODENT  CONTROL 


In  spite  of  the  enormous  number  of  rats  and  mice  which 
have  been^ destroyed  since  the  Prevention  of  Dsiiiage  by  Pests 
Act  came  into  being  in  1949  complaints  are  still  being 
received  and  slight  infestations  found  in  various  parts  of 
the  District.  No  major  infestations  have  been  discovered 
and^the  sewer  treatment  undertaken  during  the  year  did  not 
indicate  any  extensive  infestation  in  the  Council’s  sewers. 
Treatment  of  the  lightly  affected  sections  of  sewers  was 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  the  31st.  March,  1957, 

87  premises  were  treated  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and/or 
mice,  with  satisfactory  results.  These  treatments, 

including  inspections  made  of  other  properties  to  establish 
the  degree,  if  any,  of  infestation  necessitated  380  visits 
by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year  37  new  Pious ing  Units  were  in  the  course 
of  construction  on  the  North  side  of  the  Bitton  Street  site, 
to  complete  the  plan  first  started  in  1955  by  the  erection 
of  18  Housing  Units  on  the  South  side  of  Bitton  Street. 

Of  the  37  Units,  19  were  occupied  by  the  end  of  December 
and  these  comprised  18  Maisonettes  and  1  Flat  arranged  as 
follows 

Pour  blocks  of  superimposed  Maisonettes  containing  12 
with  two  bedrooms,  2  with  three  bedrooms  and  2  with  one  bedroom 
situated  on  the  NortPi  side  of  Gloucester  Road  and  2  -  two 
bedroom  Maisonettes  and  1  ~  two  bedroom  Flat  in  the  East 
Block  of  premises  on  the  South  side  of  Gloucester  Road. 


Also  the  last  three  of  the  10  Old  Persons  Bungalows, 
commenced  in  1955,  were  occupied. 

Fourty-four  new  tenants  have  been  accommodated  during 
the  year  in  the  22  new  Housing  Units  and  vacated  Council 
properties.  As  far  as  possible,  with  the  premises  available, 
transfers  are  arranged  between  tenants  so  that  the  size  of 
the  house  concerned  is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 

family.  Also  if  tenants  find  another  tenant  v/ hereby  a 

transfer  betvveen  them  can  ease  the  problem  of  either  over¬ 
crowding  or  under  occupation,  the  Pious ing  Allocations 
Committee  endeavours  to  malce  a  mutual  exchange  possible. 
However,  the  list  of  applicants  for  the  tenancies  of  Council 
premises  shows  little  sign  of  reduction. 

During  the  year  4  premises  have  been  derequisitioned 
and  3  families  rehoused  in  other  Council  accommodation  in 
consequence.  Three  families  were  accepted  by  the  owner 
on  the  derequisitioning  of  one  house.  At  the  end  of 

the  year  2  premises,  accommodating  3  families,  remained 
under  requisition.
